The centenary of I he 
Napoleonic 
wars calls attention to the ex istence 
of the smallest state in Eu rope, the 
au tonomou s repu blic of Moresnet, on 
the bou ndary between Germany and 
Belgiu m, which will soon celebrate the 
hu ndredth anniv ersary of its establish­ 
ment. 
Moresnet lias an area of barely one 
and one-q u arter sq u are miles and a 
popu lation of 3.5 00. 
It owes its ex ist­ 
ence to a bou ndary controv ersy for the 
control of a once im portant zinc miu e. 
A bou ndary commission settling the 
frontiers of Holland and Pru ssia after 
the fall of Napoleon in 18 14 was u u 
able to agree u pon the ownership of 
this tiny piece of land with its v alu ­ 
able mining rights and finally left the 
q u estion for fu tu re settlement. 
Nei­ 
ther power was to occu py it, and it 
was to be adm inistered jointly by the 
two states. 
In pra ctice the jo int administration 
soon resu lted in an administration by 
neither state, and the commu nity be­ 
came au tonomou s u nder the protection 
and tu telage of Pru ssia and Holland 
and later of Pru ssia and Belgiu m. 
In 
18 41 the two gu aranteeing cou ntries 
regu larized this» and formally gav e the 
district its own 
^dependent adm inis­ 
tration. 
It has no cou rts, bu t litigants can 
c'hoose between the Belgiu m and Pru s­ 
sian tribu nals in beginning litigation, 
which is su bject to the laws neither of 
Germany nor of Belgiu m, bu t of the 
ancient Code Napoleon.

Robbed 
Fire 
Insurance C om pan ies

Annu ally and Endangered the Liv es 


of Thou sands of Flat Dwellers, Is 
Charged in New York. 


New York, Jan. 11.—According to 
the district attorney and the fire m ar­ 
shal, the confession of one man and 
the arrest of another has dev eloped 
that an “incendiary tru st” has ex isted 
in this city which has robbed the fire 
insu rance companies of thou sands of 
dollars annu ally and which has en­ 
dangered the liv es of many thou sands 
of apartm ent hou se dwellers. 
The m an who confessed is Samu el 
Gold, who liv ed 
at ">74 E ast 138 th 
street and w herev er else he fou nd it 
conv enient to hav e a profitable hou se­ 
hold goods fire. 
The man who w'as ar­ 
rested is George Gru tz of 6 2 East 
102nd street, an agent for the John 
Hancock Mu tu al Life Insu rance com­ 
pany and an adju ster on the side. 
Gold’s confession implicated Gru tz as 
the go-between for fiat dwellers who 
were willing to be bu rned ou t for a 
consideration, and the firebu gs, the 
men who actu ally applied a match to 
kerosene or oils. 
One of the princi­ 
pal firebu gs employ ed by the “arson 
tru st,” according to Gold’s confession, 
is Isador Stern, "Izzy the Painter," 
who now is serv ing a long term in Sing 
Sing after hav ing been conv icted of 
arson. 
Gold admitted to A ssistant District 
Attorney Weller and to Fire Marshal 
Prial that Gru tz came to him one day 
in 1910 and told him it was easy to 
make money ou t of the insu rance com­ 
panies, and that he (G ru tz), hav ing a 
pu ll with the adju sters and agents of 
the German insu rance company , cou ld 
arrange m atters profitably . Gold say s 
that Gru tz sent him to a professional 
firebu rg named Isador Stein, who in 
order to procu re kerosene and oils 
withou t being su spected, ran a make- 
believ e paint store. 
Gru tz. Gold and “Izzv the Painter," 
made an arrangem ent by which on the 
night of Dec. 9, 1 9 1 0, the professional 
firebu g entered Gold’s apartm ent and 
set fire to the clothes closet. 
U nder 
instru ctions from Gold, Mrs. Gold and 
the babies had gone to a lAitcher shop 
in the meantime, and Gold himself 
was at work. 
An inspector represent­ 
ing the German American company 
made an ex amination of the scorched 
flat and reported that the damage did 
not amou nt to mu ch. 
Nev ertheless 
Gru tz, who acted as an adju ster for the 
company , took an inv entory of the fu r­ 
nitu re and tu rned in a report of total 
loss, making a claim for $900. 
The 
company refu sed to settle for $900, bu t 
compromised finally for $.125 . 
This 
am ou nt was div ided between Gru tz, 
Gold and Stein, according to Gold. 
“From the inv estigation by this of­ 
fice,” said Assistant District Attorney 
Weller, “it appears that Gru tz, posing 
as an insu rance broker, worked also 
as an adju ster, and that he was able 
to compromise 
many “total losses" 
(where the actu al loss was triv ial), for 
5 0 or 6 0 per cent of the claim. 
Stein 
was the activ e figu re in the crooked 
combination. 
Gold’s confession, which described 
sev eral incendiary fires, was the direct 
resu lt of the arrest of Gru tz. 
In the 
Harlem police cou rt A ssistant District 
Attorney W eller informed M agistrate 
Mu rphy that Gru tz had “arranged" 
many incendiary fires, and Mr. W eller 
asked the m agistrate to fix heav y bail, 
M agistrate Mu rphy held Gru tz in $15 ,- 
000 bail for fu rther ex amination. 
Fire 
Commissioner 
Johnson 
was 
elated when he retu rned the news of 
Gold’s confession and of Gru tz’s ar­ 
rest.

Tenth.—Luther Burbank’s own line 
has not yet been shown to run back to 
Mother Isabella, and the greatest liv­ 
ing ex ponent of applied eugenics may 
him self not be included in Dr. J ordan’s 
list of the "fittest.”
